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School Merger Alive Despite Conflict 


The trustees of the Placentia 
Unified School District failed to kill a 
possible merger with the Yorba 
Linda Elementary School District 
Monday night and in fact gave the 
annexation another chance to 
survive, dependent on action being 
taken at a simultaneous Yorba Linda 
board meeting. 

The PUSD board was unanimous 
however, in rejecting provisions 
offered by the Fullerton Union High 
School District, the third entity in 
the triangle merger. 

Fullerton, which serves as Yorba 
Linda’s high school educational unit 
had included provisions in a letter to 
Yorba Linda considered by PUSD 
trustees as economically prohibi- 


tive. 
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The PUSD dialogue polarized 
around PUSD vice president John 
Balducci, who has been a staunch 
supporter of the metger, including 
the probable necessity for special 
legislation in Sacramento to work 
out the monetary problems. 

PUSD Board clerk, Jean Pappas 
took an opposite view. ‘‘Concersiing 
the report from Fullerton,’’ Mrs. 
Pappas began. ‘‘We cannot meet 
their requirements. I hesitate to 
support the annexation. I think 
every district in the state of 
California in the next couple of years 
is going to be in a state of financial 
crisis, including our own, and that’s 
the time we may have to go to our 
voters. 

“The Yorba Linda school district 


lost their election by more votes than 
they did in the election prior to this 
and I really wonder what the benefit 
would be to our district to have this 
annexation come to pass.”’ 
Trustees during the hour of 
dialogue, talked on both sides of the 
equation with Balducci and Dr. 
William Yates making most of the 
motions and secondings. At one 
time Yates had a motion on the floor 
which rejected Fullerton’s condi- 
tions but suggested that the three 
boards ‘‘proceed on joint terms that 
may require special legislative 
action and terms should deal with 
transfer of property, phasing in of 
students, setting of priorities of staff 
acquisition on some priority basis.’’ 
This was immediately seconded 


by Balducci. Then Mrs. Pappas 
asked Yates to break it into two 
motions (not accomplished) and 
board president John Press asked 
that it be amended to include ‘‘only 
if board action taking place in Yorba 
Linda this evening indicates some 
very positive action of their part.’’ 
Yates agreed. 

That motion, with everyone 
contributing something to it except 
trustee Sal Zavala, was then 
scrapped and never voted upon. 
Instead Balducci suggested a new 
motion: ‘‘Take the terms that the 
superintendent (PUSD superinten- 
dent John Tynes) has laid down and 
put them in a positive vein and say, 
here are the things that we want. 
Send it to Yorba Linda and a copy to 


Fullerton and suggest that at their 
convenience we would be happy to 
meet with them and discuss these 
terms.”’ 

The motion passed four to one 
with Mrs. Pappas dissenting. 

Superintendent Tynes at a 
previous meeting, had presented a 
rather pessimistic view of the 
merger because of the financial 
problems involved. Fullerton’s cost 
of educating high school students is 
above PUSD’s; the Fullerton district 
is already in financial trouble; if 
Yorba Linda youngsters are pulled 
out of Troy High School in Fullerton, 
which they now attend it would 
create problems at that school in a 
district which already is experienc- 
ing diminishing attendance and 


teachers no longer needed would 
have to be considered on some basis. 

Mrs. Pappas: ‘‘Fullerton offers a 
fine educational program. The 
whole point of this particular 
annexation is community identity. 
They (Fullerton), are experiencing 
declining enrollment and _ this 
procedure takes away 1,100 kids that 
we have to fill into our current 
schools. It will probably force us 
earlier than we had anticipated to 
build another school. It seems to me 
we are defeating the purpose of 
using current buildings to maximum 
usage.”” 

President Press: ‘‘It might make it 
difficult to get any kind of special 
legislative relief to accommodate

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Minister's, Former Councilman's Over $6 Million City Budget 
Sons Charged By Police 


A complaint of armed robbery 
was filed Monday by the Placentia 
Police Department with the Orange 
County District Attorney for two 
Placentia) young men, one a 
minister’s son and the other the son 
of a former city councilman. 


Joseph Andrew Merold, 21, of 
1802 Sierra Bonita, Placentia, is 
listed in stable condition in the jail 
ward at the Orange County Medical 
Center in Orange. Suspect Merold 
was wounded by Placentia Police 
Officer Tom Correll who fired one 
shot at Merold as he was fleeing an 
order to halt. 


Merold is the son of Rev. Ben 
Merold, the senior minister of a 


Fullerton church. The family lives in 
Placentia. 


The second youth is Bradley Jay 
Wilcox, 20, of 2044 Loreto Place, 
Placentia, the son of former city 
councilman and _ well known 
architect, Lee Wilcox. According to 
statements by Placentia Police 
Officers, young Wilcox was 
apprehended in a vehicle nearby to 
where an alleged holdup was taking 
place at ‘California Donuts’’ at 3320 
East Imperial Highway in Brea, 
close at midnight Wednesday. 


According to Placentia police 
reports, investigators from the 
department were working at a 
special surveillance detail in the 


vicinity of the doughnut shop. 

‘“‘At that time, an armed robbery 
was observed in progress. The 
officers reacted and ordered the 
armed suspect to halt as he fled on 
foot. The suspect (Merold) was 
wounded in the legs as he continued 
to flee and was taken into custody.’’ 

Wilcox was taken into custody in a 
nearby vehicle and offered no 
resistance. He is now at liberty on a 
$2,500 bond. 

The bond asked for Merold is 
$15,000, police report. Police state 
that the amount of money involved 
in the alleged holdup to be $37 and 
that a gun was pointed at a young 
girl clerk in the doughnut shop who 
put the money in a paper sack. 


YLSD Clarifies 
Annexation Position 


A possible break in the impasse 
which has been plaguing the Yorba 
Linda, Placentia Unified and 
Fullerton Union High School 
districts may have occurred last 
week when the Board of Trustees of 
the latter district enumerated its 
conditions on the subjects. 

FUHSD trustees issued a proposal 
which would allow Yorba Linda 
students to be transported out of the 
district and set the stage for the 
Yorba Linda Elementary District to 
annex to the PUSD. 

The conditions for withdrawing 
YL students, most of whom attend 
Troy High in the FUHSD, were 
prefaced with a position statement 
in which the board indicated its 
strong concern with the effect of the 
action, should it ever take place. 

That effect is covered in the terms 
of the conditions whereby FUHSD 


would realize some benefits. 

Both the Yorba Linda and 
Placentia Districts reacted to the 
Fullerton proposal at meetings last 
Monday night. This article deals 
with the YL District discussion while 
an accompanying story details the 
PUSD action. 

YLSD Board President Paul 
Armstrong, Trustee Gerald Rost and 
Deputy Superintendent J. Elton 
Patridge will, in Rost’s words, 
‘‘wrestle out a ‘middle of the road’ 
position paper.”’ 

This stance was adopted by the 
board as it reacted to the Fullerton 
proposals. It also was the tactic 
agreed upon’ without having 
knowledge of the PUSD position. 

Armstrong admitted to having 
“*second thoughts’’ about a letter he 
had addressed to the Placentia 
board, saying that he ‘‘realized it did 


Former Annex Sells 


A city-owned building, recently 
sought by the Placentia Chamber of 
Commerce as its headquarters, is 
now in the process of selling for use 
as a Boutique Plumbing Shop, a 
plumbing service repair. 

The Spanish styled structure is 
located at 125 South Bradford 
Avenue and at one time housed the 
city’s planning department. It has 
been on the open market for over a 
year and a half with a price tag of 
$36,500. 

Purchasers of the property are 
David and Marion Araujo. The 
realtor representing the buyers is 
Herbert Hawkins with Mrs. Bonnie 
Scarpa in charge of the arrange- 
ments. 

The Placentia City Council 
Wednesday night at a_ special 
adjourned meeting for a council- 
commissions workshop, voted un- 
animously to accept the offer, 
however, changing the interest 
from 8'% per cent to 10 per cent and 
the length of payments from 30 
years to 20 years. The Araujos are 


making a downpayment of $7,300. 

Provisions in the sale included 
that the city provide the inspection 
report required by city ordinance; 
the city carry the first trust deed of 
$29,200 and that the city remove a 
large tree that is damaging the roof 
of the building. 


The purchasers will repair the roof 
and will chain link fence the back 
parking area behind the building. 

The city also is to guarantee that 
the air conditioning, furnace, and 
water heater will be in working 
order. No mention was made of any 
parking accommodations. 

The building sold was declared 
surplus after the completion of the 
new City Hall Complex at Chapman 
Avenue and Kraemer Boulevard. 
Also on the market is the former City 
Hall at 120 South Bradford with a 
selling price recommended, includ- 
ing commission, of $117,800. 

Parts of the structure are 
currently being used by the city’s 
Social Services Department.

City Is Filling Industrial Land 


Harold J. Burns, chairman of the 
Placentia Commercial and Industrial 
Commission and vice president of 
Dew Container in _ Placentia, 
believes that the city of Placentia is 
earning a new image with builders in 
the area. 

Speaking at a joint city council- 
commissions members’ meeting 
Wednesday night, Bruns pointed 
out that the city has added 1.4 
million square feet of industrial 
space in the last 3 years.

the budget or $2,306,331 and 
materials, supplies and services 
comprise another 25 per cent for a 
dollar figure of $1,654,941. 

In a 110-page booklet prepared by 
Frank Dunnavant, the _ city’s 
Director of Finance and staff, the 
preliminary budget is produced in a 
new form this year, similar to the 
format of the final budget. 

In estimates by Dunnavant, about 
30 per cent of the city’s revenues will 
be spent for public safety with the 
police department claiming 20 per 
cent at $1,278,862, vying with the 
city’s recreation and maintenance 
budget, another 20 per cent of a 
$1,303,653 dollar figure. The other 
10 per cent of the public safety 
category is for fire service, currently 
farmed out to Orange County and 
costing roughly $642,753 annually. 

In other expenditures by 
division, categories falling under 
administration, which includes 
finance and community develop- 
ment, will account for 14 per cent of 
the money for $894,192. Public 
works construction tallies 27 per 
cent or $1,731,219, including street, 
storm drain and sewer construction. 
Bond redemption and related items 
add up to 9 per cent or $622,715. 

The 20 per cent recreation and 
maintenance budget covers admin- 
istration, park maintenance, proper- 
ty, vehicle and general mainten- 
ance, park development and 
recreation. 

In a budget prologue, salaries 
show about a 10 per cent drop from 
the last fiscal year but this excludes 
the 32 fire service employees of the 
county with a price tag of $640,453. 

Also salary negotiations are 
scheduled for this year and at one 
place in the budget a rough figure of 
$125,000 is included to indicate a 
possibie increase.

Contractors File Suit 


Over Park Work 


A taxpayer’s suit has been filed 
against the City of Anaheim by the 
California Landscape and Irrigation 
Council, Inc., which contends that 
the city’s proposed landscape and 
irrigation work on Rio Vista Park is a 
violation of existing force account 
statutes and laws. 

CLIC, Inc., is a trade association 
of union-affiliated landscape and 
irrigation contractors who operate in 
the 13 counties of Southern 
California. 

The Rio Vista Park is a 12.8-acre 
park site located adjacent to the Rio 
Vista School, on the east side of Rio 
Vista Street. The school is part of the 
Placentia Unified School District. 
Estimated cost of the landscape and 
irrigation work is around $35,000. 

The legal action taken by CLIC, 
Inc., is part of a program launched 
by the Irrigation Industry Promotion 
Fund to prevent cities and public 
agencies from illegally carrying out 
landscape and irrigation construc- 
tion projects with their own forces. 

Suctrworkts called ‘‘force account 
work,’’ since it is undertaken by a 
public agency’s own forces on an 
internal account basis, without 
letting the project out to bid, and 
without utilizing private contractors. 

According to Martin B. Green- 
baum, the attorney for CLIC, Inc., 
there is a comprehensive body of 
statuatory requirements which 
govern public agencies on the 
amount of money they can spend on 
force account work. 

“In general, the law requires 
competitive bidding on public works 
projects when the expenditure 
required exceeds $5,000,’’ said 
Greenbaum. 

The first phase of the construction 
work on the Rio Vista Park was let 
out to bid by the City of Anaheim, 
and the contract was awarded to the 
Jacco Construction Co., Garden 
Grove. 


This phase involved site clearing, 
grubbing, excavation, and the 
construction of curbs, sidewalks, 
access ramps, driveway approaches, 
steps, retaining walls, and other 
appurtenances at a cost of $69,000. 
Funding was arranged through the 
State of California. 

The landscape and irrigation work 
was not let out to bid, however, and 
it is the contention of CLIC, Inc., that 
the city proposes to undertake the 
work with its own personnel and 
equipment from the Parks, Recrea- 
tion, and Arts Department. 

“This is a violation of Sections 
37900 through 37909 of the 
California Goyernment Code, along 
with Section 1211 of the city’s own 
charter,’’ said Greenbaum. (Section 
1211 of the city charter governs 
expenditures over $2,500.) 

‘The nurpose of this requirement 
is to assure that the taxpayer is 
securing proper, professional per- 
formance of work at the lowest 
available price,’’ Greenbaum said. 

Meanwhile, a spokesman for 
CLIC, Inc., stated that the landscape 
and irrigation industries have been 
hard-hit by the recession and the 
building slump. He said that force 
account work by cities and other 
public agencies contributes greatly 
to the present unemployment 
problem, which is up to 30% among 


construction workers in Orange 
County. 
In addition, most contractors 


oppose force account work because 
they feel it adversely affects the 
entire system of free enterprise by 
denying the contractor his right 
under law to bid public projects. 

A trial-setting date has been 
scheduled for June 4. At that time, 
the presiding judge will meet with 
the attorneys for CLIC, Inc., and the 
City of Anaheim to set a date for the 
trial

Another document with a rough 
estimate of an 8 per cent raise for 
city police employees for each of the 
next two years, concerning another 
matter was recently presented to 
councilmen by the Placentia police 
department. 

In the first section of the budget, 
written by City Administrator Edwin 
T. Powell, it is pointed out that more 
money will. be spent for capital 
improvements this year. Such 
projects can be financed by the city’s 
imposed utility tax. 


Mentioned are the first phase of a 
new Corporation Yard, at $250,000; 
park acquisition and development, 
$280,000; Chapman Avenue widen- 
ing, Murray to Kraemer, $550,000; 
Melrose Avenue widening, Crow- 
ther to Orangethorpe, $106,000; 
traffic signalization of $418,000; 
major street maintenance, $168,000; 
storm drain construction at $370,000 
and a housing and community 
development block grant 
development of the Atwood area of 
$63,069 from Orange County. 


Dunnavant said that the utility tax 
is expected to increase about 5 per 
cent this year, even with the deletion 
of the tax on water, to roughly 
$475,523. His estimate on the city’s 
assessed valuation is an increase of 
1S per cent. 

No tax increase is recommended 
for this year, nor is any reduction 
contemplated in the budget as in the 
past few years. The tax rate now

The city is seeking 135 employees 
altogether for the coming fiscal year, 


excluding fire, increasing the 
present number by four. 
In the budget, Dunnavant 


estimates the city’s $6,612,999 in 
revenues will be derived 20 per cent 
from property tax or $1,286,301; 
federal grants, 11 per cent for 
$704,438; other taxes (sales tax, 
business licenses, franchises, etc.) 
17 per cent for $1,192,040; the utility 
tax, 7 per cent or $475,523; county 
grants, S per cent or $350,451; 
miscellaneous revenues, 8 per cent 
or $522,506 and state grants, 14 per 
cent for $947,961. The latter 
includes motor vehicle license fees, 
civil defense, alcoholic beverage 
fees, etc. 

Another revenue listed is $8,000 
from a state mandated bicycle 
licensing project.

are expected to produce an 
additional $88,000 over the fiscal 
year.

This 
was voted affirmatively by the last 
city council as funds to be held in 
reserve. 

One item deleted from the budget 
was $4,000 for a new automobile for 
City Administrator Powell. Powell is 
given use of a city automobile in a 
1S0 mile radius of the city, which can 
be used for personal business as 
well.

“Are we running out of trees 
needed to supply our home 
building and remodeling in- 
dustry?”

methods. 


Intensified forest manage- 
ment includes planting, 
feeding, cultivating, insect 
control and harvesting to 
achieve maximum _produc- 
tion from our existing land 
base. If we do this, foresters 
say, we can produce all the 
timber we need for building 
and remodeling, and have 
our forests, too.
